I think my prcaal'se to ois in this regard wo ild best be met 
if 30 ss -erson, preferably a mtmoer of the I HA staff, would be desig- 
nated to serve as Executive ecreUry. The cost of nia services and 
bnat of nis clerical assistant could 00 added to the other costs of 
conducting the seminar. The designation of an efficient person for 
this work would go far toward lifting the burden of all administrative 
arrangements from Prof. Jalraa, allowing him much greater freedom for 
ins technical direction of the seminar, as well as for such research 
as he may wish to conduct in sis free time during the seminar.

Dear General Canine: 

lour letter of 15 October 1952 regarding the 
seminar in mathematics conducted by the Institute 
for Nemerical Analysis during the summer is at hand. 

Regarding the storage of some classified documents 
used in the seminar in a safe-file at the Institute during 
the winter, this arrangement is certainly in no way awkward 
to us, and I am happy to give my approval of the present 
arrangements. 

However I feel that it is my duty to warn you that 
the building at present housing the Institute for Numerical 
Analysis is a temporary wooden building. It is under the 
continuous protection of the campus police force of UCLA, 
but there is always the danger of a fire in such a building 
which might damage these documents. 

I hardly need to tell you that we are all very happy 
with your appraisal of the seminar. With regard to the 
repetition of the seminar, or any continuation of the 
project, we are interested in the work and would like to 
fi$d a way to continue it. However it seems important to 
invite your attention to the fact that financial arrangements 
in the future will have to be handled in a somewhat different 
way. The seminar last summer was conducted on an experimental 
basis, and as a special service to your agency and the Office 
of Naval Research. Under those circumstances it was possible 
to make temporary use of a rather extraordinary mutual-benefit 
contract which, exists between the National Bureau of Standards 
aHdtU€LA,’*'ahdb whichiearrleQ^ion the part of UCLA a wezy low 
overhead charge - $%. The purpose of this contract was to 
enable the National Bureau of Standards to obtain the oc- 
casional services of foreign scientists and others who for 




for one reason or another did not meet the requirements 
of the Civil Service appointment. It is mutually ad- 
vantageous to the University and to the Bureau to bring 
such distinguished scientists onto the campus but only 
provided that there the work is entirely free from 
classification restrictions and that they are permitted 
to join freely in the scientific community. It is in 
the nature of an unwritten agreement that we shall not 
use this contract for special projects involving applied 
research except under the most unusual circumstances. 

In the future , therefore, in all fairness to the 
University and to the NBS Institute for Nemerical Analysis 
it will be necessary to work out arrangements at the 
standard going overhead rates for research contracts. It 
might interest you to know in this connection that the 
Institute for Numerical Analysis lives entirely off of 
contracts for research and services. It received almost 
no money for performing some rather substantial admini- 
strative services in connection with the seminar last 
summer. 

I apologize for bringing this to your attention if 
by any chance your agency was already aware of the 
situation. However, there has been some preliminary 
correspondence which suggested that this was not the case, 
and I should dislike greatly to alienate the affections 
of your agency by having the matter in question brought 
up at a less opportune moment.
